According t<> the enumeration re­ 
port'' filed in the office ol 
County 
Superintendent J . E. Payne there are 
7,404 persons of school age, between 
six and twenty-one years, in Jackson 
county. 
This is a loss of fifty-three 
since last year when the total enum­ 
eration was given as 7,51*. 
Until 
1913 th(B county had shown a steady 
loss for a number of years and at 
the low point the enumeration was 
about 7,000. 
Last year the largest 
gain in the history of the county was 
recorded and the total of the year 
previous was exceeded by 2.>7. 
Die 
slight loss this spriijg is not serious 
as it is not quite a average decrease 
of four in each of the school cor­ 
porations. 
Seven of the 
townships, Grassy 
Fork, 
Jackson, 
Redding, 
Vernon, 
Carr, Owen, Salt ( reek, and the town 
of Brownstown made 
slight 
gains 
while the other townships and cor­ 
porations reported losses. 
Hamilton 
township shows a decrease of forty- 
two and this city has a loss of thir­ 
teen. 
Brownstown township shows a 
loss of fifteen and Crothersville lost 
eight since last year. 
The report show’s there are forty-five 
colored persons of school age in the 
county. 
Only two corporations re­ 
ported colored children. Thirty-nine, 
eighteen males and twenty-one fe­ 
males, are living in Seymour and siv, 
three males and three females, live 
in Salt Creek township. 
The enumerators were also requir­ 
ed to tabulate the number of persons 
of school age who were 
attending 
school and the number employed in 
various kinds of labor. 
This table 
shows that in the county there are 


5,067 boys and girls enrolled in the 
various schools while 1,502 of school 
age are employed. 
The enrollment in 
Seymour is given as 1.259 while 31* 
boys and girls arc w’orking at differ­ 
ent employments. 
There are slight 
differences 
in the 
totals given the 
two reports, but this is explained by

Property Owners in Addition Adjoin­ 


ing Village Have Been Paying 


Taxes to Town Treasurer. 


W ith the marshal and two members 
of the town board living outside of 
the incorporated town 
and 
several 
property owners paying towm taxes 
on lots not located on the official plat, 
an unusual situation 
is 
found 
at 
Jonesville where steps have been tak­ 
en to legally establish a boundary 
line believed to have been fixed years 
ago. 
It was not until recently that 
the town hoard discovered that the 
town was not a s large as commonly 
believed. 
The discovery was made 
following an effort to annex two addi­ 
tions to the present site. 
A petition signed by a number of 
citizens living in the addition long 
supposed to be a part of the village 
has been filed with the recorder of 
Bartholomew county but final action 
has not yet been taken. 
Several 
days ago the town board acted favo r­ 
ably on the petition but an order au­ 
thorizing the annexing of the addi­ 
tion has not been signed. 
N early fifty years ago the town 
hoard of Jonesville decided upon a 
boundary line for the village and the 
residents were under the impression 
that 
it 
had 
been 
recorded. 
The 
discovery that the corporation line 
had never been recorded caused great 
surprise« and for a time political com­ 
plications were threatened. 
It was 
found that Marshal Crane was not a 
resident of the town in which he held 
office and that hoard member'' Ross 
and Pardeick also lived beyond the 
legally established boundary. 
There are twelve property owners 
on the land which was thought to be 
a part of the 
town 
who have been 
paying taxes 
into the

be Laid Out, May 8. 18I8— Change 


in Boundary Line in 1823. 


(This is the seeond section of the 
Jackson county history which was 
prepared by Superintendent 
J. 
II. 
Thomas, of Medora, and read by him 
at the recent centennial celebration 
in C arr township.) 


Jackson County, named in honor of 
General Andrew Jack-on, was creat­ 
ed by act of the Territorial General 
Assembly Dec. IS , 1815. 
This was 
about one year prior to the time of 
the admission of Indiana as a State 
into the Union. 
The boundaries as 
set forth in the act arc as follows: 
beginning at a point on the east fork 
of Whip. R iver where the line divid­ 
ing sections 4 and 5 in range 2, east, 
town 
3, north 
crosses 
the 
same, 
thence 
due 
north 
to 
the 
Indian 
boundary line, thence with said boun­ 
dary line eastward to the point when* 
the said line intersects the northern 
boundary 
line, 
ca-twardly 
to 
the 
point where the line dividing ranges 
7 and 8, cast, 
crosses 
the 
same, 
thence with the la-t mnetioned line 
west to the east fork of Muscatatuck 
river, thence down said river, with 
the meanders thereof, to the junction 
of Driftwood fork with W bite river, 
thence down the 
same,, 
with the 
meanders thereof, to the place of be­ 
ginning.

At the Mex ican embassy it was 
hinted that General Carranza had al­ 
read y instru cted General Obregon to 
that end . 
While no comment -was forthcom­ 
ing concerning the alternativ e 
pro­ 
posal, the fact that General Obregon 
still appears d esirou s of continu ing 
the nogotiations with General Scott 
is tak en as a fav orable sign. 
While there is no reason in official 
q u arters here to believ e that there is 
any d anger of a split between General 
Carranza and General Obregon on the 
q u estion of a withd rawal, consid era­ 
tion is giv en to the possibility that 
Obregon, for the present ad v antage 
which it might giv e him. may be more 
insistent than C arranza on this point. 
In the last analy sis, howev er, it is 
believ ed that neither Carranza nor 
Obregon wou ld go to the ex tent of a t ­ 
tempting to enforce a withd rawal. 
In Mex ican q u arters it is said that 
Carranza himself is thorou ghly aliv e 
to the fact that the United States 
cou ld not withd raw its forces from 
Mex ican territory at this time in v iew 
of the recent raid s at Boq u illas and 
Glenn Springs. 
The ex tent, howev er, to which gov ­ 
ernm ent officials here are tak ing into 
accou nt all the possibilities of the sit­ 
u ation is ind icated by the fact tha t 
within the past few d ay s ord ers hav e 
been sent to American consu ls 1n 
Mex ico, d irecting them to call the a t ­ 
tention of American citizens, particu ­ 
larly in northern Mex ico, to the d is­ 
tu rbed cond itions that ex ist and to 
remind them of the warning issu ed 
by the state d epartm ent last October 
to Americans to leav e Mex ico.

Choctaw’ n ation in 1842 selected him, 
as their chaplain .

Durin g the Civ il War Bishop A m e s 
was close to Lin coln , who sought 
his adv ice on man y importan t m at­ 
ters.

sen ator ten dered him by the demo­ 
cratic party. 
After the close of the war Bishop
